Over 200 
churches participated.

The Terrible Judgments of God

Tonight I am going to bring you a message revolving 


around a subject that brings 


me no great delight. Neither 


does it bring any peace or consolation to my own soul. Quite 
to the contrary, it affords me only the deepest sorrow and 
stirs within me depths of passion never before known, for 
those who have rejected God’s boundless mercy as well as 
His unspeakable grace in offering free salvation to “whoso- 


ever will.”’ 

I stand second to none preach- 
ing the great doctrine of the grace 
of God that -bringeth salvation to 
all men, but the obvious fact is 
demonstrated on every hand, that 
the gospel message of God’s love 
and grace for lost sinners is being 
almost universally rejected, there- 
fore: | 


Terrible Judgment Awaits a Christ- 
Rejecting World 

I want us at this time, to con- 
sider some of the scriptures per- 
taining to these awful and terrible 
judgments. 

‘For God hath appointed a day, 
in which he will judge the world in 
righteousness by Jesus Christ” 
(Acts 17:31). 

The Psalmist David saw this day 
and wrote it: 

“Our God shall come, and shall 


‘|not keep silence: a fire shall de- 


vour before him, and. it shall be 
very tempestuous round about him 
.... He shall call to the heavens 


| from above, and to the earth, that 


he may judge his people” (Psa. 50: 
» eS Pe 

Isaiah looked through the cen- 
turies and saw this terrible day and 
wrote of it: 


every tongue shall swear 


45:23). 
Solomon also looked forward to 


this day. 
“For God shall bring every work 


into judgement, with every secret 


thing, whether it be good, or 
whether it shall be evil.” 

The great Apostle Peter wrote: 

“For God who spared not the. 
angels that sinned, but cast them 
down to héll, and delivered them 
into chains of darkness, to be re- 
served unto judgment; ... And 
knoweth how to reserve the unjust 
unto the day of judgment to be 
punished” (II Peter 2:4,9). 

The Lord Jesus Christ gave to 
the beloved Apostle John, on the 
Isle of Patmos, a preview of that 
terrible day. 

“And I saw a great white throne, 
and him that sat on it, from whose 
face the earth and the heaven fled 
away; and there was found no 
place for them... And I saw the 
dead, small and great, stand before 
God; and the books were opened: 
And. another book was opened 
which is the book of life: And the 
dead were judged out of those 
things which were written in the 
books, according to their works... 
And the sea gave up the dead 
which were in it; and death and 
hell delivered up the dead which 
were in them: And they were judg- 
ed every man according to their 
works ... And death and hell were 
cast into the lake of ‘fire. This -is 
the second death ... And whoso- 
ever was not found written in the 
book of life was cast into the lake 
of fire” (Rev. 20:11-15). 

I will not have time tonight to 
discuss all of the judgments of God 
of which there are seven. Namely: 


1. Jud vt of the believer’s sin 
at Calvary. 

2. Jud of the believer’s sin 
in this life. 


3. Judgment of the Believer’s 
works at the second coming of 
Christ. 


4. Judgment of the nation of 
Israel. 


5. Judgment of the nations of the 
earth. 


6. Judgment of the fallen angels 
and Satan. 


7. The great White Throne judg- 
ment. 


As stated before, the day of 
God’s grace and mercy has been 
treated lightly by this. sinning 
world. His message of love and for- 
giveness has been scorned. God has 
been patient with man’s rejection. 


“Not willing that any should per- 
ish, but that all should come to re- 
pentance” (II Peter 3:9). 


Since God’s grace has been univer- 
sally rejected there is nothing for 
this world to look forward to but 
judgment. The inhabitants of the 
earth are judgment bound. By their 
rejection of Jesus Christ as their 
personal Saviour, there is nothing 
left for them. 


“But a certain fearful looking 
for of judgment and fiery in- 
dignation, which shall devour the 
adversaries” (Hebrews 10:27). 


The Terrible Days of His Wrath 


In all of the vast compendium of 
spiritual truth contained in God’s 
Book of Genesis to Revelation, 
there are two outstanding facts 
revealed. : 


“THOSE WHO REFUSE GOD’S 
GRACE MUST RECEIVE GOD’S 
WRATH”. Contrary to popular be- 
lief, the greatest question in the 
world today is not “the sin ques- 
tion.” The sin question was settled 
nineteen hundred years ago when 
the Lord Jesus Christ died on the 
cross—when He, ‘In his own body 
bare our sins on the tree” (I Pet, 
2:34). The sin question was settled 
when He “By grace of God did 
soy death for every man” (Heb.

he does so by an appeal to the im- 
minence of the Lord’s coming (He- 
brews 10:25). He doesnot suggest 


a “Go to Church Sunday,” but tells... & 


them that the Lord is coming. 
When he would inspire them to 
consistent living, he does so by 
Saying, “I pray God your whole 
spirit and soul and body be pre- 
served blameless unto the coming 
of our Lord Jesus Christ” (I ‘Thess. 
0:23). When he would comfort 
those who mourn over their Chris- 
tian dead, he-does so by reminding 
them of the coming of the Lord, 
in those words of assurance and 
hope: “The Lord himself-shall de- 
scend from heaven with a shout 
. . » the dead in Christ shall rise 
first: Then we which are alive and 
remain shall be caught up togeth- 
er with them in the clouds, to meet 
the Lord in the air: and so shail we 
ever be with the Lord. WHERE- 
FORE comfort one another with 
these words” (1 Thess. 4:16-18). 
There is nothing in the world so 
comforting to the one who looks 
into the silent face of a departed 
loved one as the knowledge that 
one day Jesus is going to return. 
Therefore, Paul says, “Wherefore 


comfort one another with these 
words.” 


When the Apostle James..saw - 


that toward the close of this ‘dis- 
pensation there would be unrest 
among the working classes, and 
conflict between capital and labor, 
growing out of the fact that the 
lawful wage of the laborer is held 
back from him; and when he would 
exhort the Christian working man 
to have no part in that movement 
of Bolshevism, he does so by say- 
ing, “Be patient therefore, breth- 
ren, unto the coming of the Lord” 
(James 5:7). 

And I could go on-—I could take 
you from Matthew to Revelation, 
mentioning between three and four 
hundred passages in all which 
speak expressly and definitely 
about the personal, visible, bodily 
return of Christ; and yet, in spite 
of the fact that every page, as it

were, bears witness to the truth 
that Christ is soon going to returm’ 
to the earth, the average church 
member today is about as indiffer- 
ent to the Lord’s return as His 
disciples were about His going 
away. But after all, this condition 
is in harmony with prophecy, for 
the Apostle Peter says: “U'here 
shall come in the last days scof- 
fers, walking after their own lusts, 
and saying, Where is the promise 
of His coming? for since the fath- 
ers fell asleep, all things continue 
as they were from the beginning of 
the creation” (II Peter 3:3,4). 

The very fact that Christ, was 
not recognized by the higher religi- 
ous authorities of His day shows us 
what a dangerous thing it is for a 
man to accept the word of man in 
preference to the Word of God. 
This is the trouble today. Thous- 
ands of people, all down -through 
the ages have substituted their own 
philosophy and their own thinking 
and opinions for the direct state- 
ment of the Word of God. Jesus 
- gays, “ I WILL COME AGAIN.” 

Some years ago during a form- 
er pastorate, I was giving a series 
of addresses to my people on the 
theme, ‘“‘The Return of the Lord 
Jesus to the Earth.” There came 
into’ the service one night a minis- 
ter, the pastor of another church 
in the same town. No sooner had 
I pronounced the benediction than 
this gentleman walked down the 
aisle and said, “I cannot agree with 
you on this subject.” To this I re- 
plied, “Well, that is your loss, not 
mine. I am giving you God’s Word 
and your controversy is with Him, 
not with me.” Then we talked until 
the late hours of the night. The 
next day a woman who was a 
member of my church and who 
had overheard a part of our con- 
versation the night before, called 
me over the telephone and said, 
“TI do wish you would not get into 
these arguments.” She ended by 
saying, “After all, you know that 
the subject is not a vital one. Sup- 
pose Chirst should come, or sup- 
pose He should not come—what 
does it matter anyway?” 


~-—---nd doe you know, my friends, 


all through that day there was run- 
ning through my mind this 
thought, “Suppose He should ‘not 
come!” Then I began to go through 
the Word of God to,see what was 
dependent upon the return of the 
Lord Jesus, to see what is going 
to tdke place when He does come, 
things that cannot take place un- 
less He does come. And as I began 
to think through this subject, the 
world seemed darker and darker 
until it was as midnight in my own 
soul. I began to ask, “What if 
Christ should not come?” I want to 
put before you this evening that 
picture as I saw it in all its dark- 
ness, should our Lord not return 
to the earth. 


|. lf Christ Should Not Return, Not 
One Grave in This World Con- 
taining the Body of a Child of 
God Would Ever Open; and 
Every Christian Would Have 
Died in Vain, as Far as the 
Resurrection of His Body Is 
Concerned. 


The Word of God teaches that 
the body is going to rise, that the 
body of your mother and the body 
of your child will rise out of that 
cemetery into which you~ placed 
them. Now friends, you cannot 
show me in the Word of God one 
promise of the resurréction of the 
body that is not bound up with the 
return of the Lord. “The dead in 
Christ,’ says Paul, “shall rise’ 
(I Thess. 4:16-18). The dead in 
Christ! Oh, what an expression 


that is! The dead in-Christ are in; 
every part of the habitable Giobe. 


They are in graveyards, They are 
beneath the waves of the sea. It is 
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estimated that more than three 
million of God’s pople are buried 
in the catacombs of Rome. ‘Lhe 
Word of God says that they are 
going to rise in the clouds, every 
man in his own order; and just as 
tnere is a difference in glory be- 
tween the stars of tne heavens, so 
shall there be a difference in the 
resurrection. But when will that 
resurrection take piace’ it will 
take place» when tne Lord Jesus 
comes and not. until then. If you 
take the return of the Lord out of 
this Book, you may as’well go to 
your cemetery and pack down 
those clods upon your nopelessiy 
dead, and carve upon that stone 
which bears your mother’s name, 
or your tathe:’s name, these words, 
‘Never more.” ‘Lhey will never rise 
it Jesus does not come. 


When I was in Chicago, I was 
told the story of a young girl, 
seventeen years of age, who had 
been saved from Roman Cathodi-- 
cism. She had been seized with gal- 
loping tuberculosis; and while she 
was on her death bed, her parents, 
her friends; and a representative 
or their Church used every argu- 
ment of their theology to bring her 
back into their fold. She steadtast- 
ly answer them, “No, salvation 
does not come through penance or 
ritual, but through personal faith 
in Jesus.” As a last resort the 
priest used this argument, “My 
child, if you do not come back, you 
cannot be buried with us. You can- 
not be buried in holy ground.” To 
this the dear girl answered, “‘Bury 
me where you will; but when Jesus 
comes, He will find every particle 
of dust that belongs to Him.” Ever 
since I heard that triumphant 
statement of the dying girl, I have 
felt that I, too, will not care where 
they bury me; for I know that 
when Jesus comes, He is going to 
find every particle of dust that be- 
longs to Him. But, friends, if Jesus 
does not come, it does not matter 
what is done with the body—it will 
never come out of the grave, and 
death shall be triumphant through- 
out, all the countless ages of eter- 
nity. 

lil. 1f Christ® Should Not Return, 
Not One Child of God Would 
Ever be Rewarded for Any- 
thing That He Has Done for 
the Lord Jesus. 


The Word of God teaches that 
we are Saved as sons of God and 
we are to be rewarded as servants 
of God, that we are saved without 
works of any kind, in order to do 
good works of every kind. The 
man must be indeed a puzzle to 
the angels. of God and a delight 
to the demons of hell who says he 
believes on the Lord Jesus, and 
yet never puts himself to any in- 
conveniences for God or for His 
cause. We are saved to serve. Be- 
fore Paul died he said, “IJ have 
fought a good fight, I have finished 
my course, I have kept the faith: 
Henceforth there is laid up for me 
a crown of righteousness which the 
Lord, the righteous judge, shall 
give me at that day” (II Tim. 4:7, 
8). What day? Why, the day when 
He returns, because Jesus said, 
“Behold, I come quickly; and my 
reward is with me” (Rev. 22:12). 
Paul, my friends, has been in heav- 
en for more than eighteen hundred 
years, and has not received“that 
crown yet. He will not get it until 
Christ comes; and if Christ does 
not come, then he will not get it 
at all. If Christ does not come, the 
martyrs have died in vain, and 
every man who has laid down his 
life for Jesus has laid down his 
life in vain, so far as his getting 
any recognition in heaven is con- 
cerned. 

One of the strongest characters 
I ever met in.all my life was young 
William Borden. His biography, en- 
titled “Borden of Yale ’09,” should 
be in the hands of every young 
Christian. At the age of twenty-one 
he inherited a vast amount of 
money. He was a graduate of Yale 
University, and had his life before 
him. Under these circumstances 
life in the homeland would have 
looked very attractive to the ordi- 
nary young man, and it did look | 
attractive to young William Bor- 
den; but he was not an ordinary 
young man. He chose to follow a 
path 1 in the opposite direc- 
tion from the one many would have 
chosen. I was present at his ordina- 
tion service which was held in the 
Moody Church of Chicago. Soon af-

sionary recovered, but young Bor- 
den contracted the disease and very 


soon passed into the presence of, 


God, leaving his wealth to faith 
missions and to soul-winning insti- 
tutions like the Moody Church and 
the Moody Bible Institute. When 
the news of his death reached the 
homeland, many said, “Oh, what a 
sacrifice!” when they should have 
said “Oh, what a privilege! What 
a reward he will receive from 
Jesus!” But, my friends, he will not 
get anything trom Jesus if Jesus 
does not come: Thank God, He is 
coming and He will reward every 
man according as his works shall 
be. When we say, “Every man,’’ we 
mean, “Every Christian.” 


lll. If Christ Should Not Return, 
Then There Would Be Abso- 
lutely No Hope for This World. 


There will be wars, rumors of 
wars, famines, pestilences, and 
earthquakes in divers places for all 
the coming countless ages. You and 
I well know that the history of this 
world has been written in blood 
and tears; and yet, my friends, in 
the Word of God there is a day 
portrayed—a day of -which the 
prophets have written and the 
poets have sung—a day when the 
earth shall be full of the knowl- 
edge of the Lord, when the nations 
shall learn the art of war no more, 
when the lion shall eat straw like 
the ox, and the deserts shall blos- 
som like the rose. There will come 
a day when we shall have here 
heaven upon earth. That day fore- 
told in the Word of God is always 
associated with the return of the 
Lord Jesus Christ to the earth; 
and if Jesus does not come, this 
world is hopeless. | 

Have you ever noticed in the 
Olivet discourse that when the dis- 
ciples asked, “What shall be the 
sign of thy coming?” (Matt. 24:3), 
Jesus looked down through the age 
and said that kingdom would rise 
against kingdom and nation 
against nation, that false Christs 
would come, false prophets would 
arise. He then went on to portray 
His return in glory. What a hope- 
less world this is going to be if 
Jesus does not come in that man- 
ner- unto the nations! If Jesus does 
not come, the nations might well 
go on enlarging their armies and 
navies, building huge airships and 
submarines, because there will be 
need of them for all future time. 
These views are not very popular. 
A man who talks this way is look- 
ed upon as a chronic pessimist; but 
the fact remains that, in spite of 
everything pacifists may say, there 
are more men under arms right 
now than there were in 1914 be- 
fore thee war. This condition can 
never be changed by the dreams of 
socialism or by. civilization or by 
legislation. No matter how sincere 
men may be in their efforts to cor- 
rect things that are wrong in this 
world, conditions can never be cor 
rected until Jesus comes. | 

Before the great World War of 
1914, representatives of the Carne- 
gie Peace Foundation were telling 
us that there could not be another 
great war, that a wonderful palace 
in The Hague had been built, and 
that all national problems would be 
solved there. A certain professor 
representing this foundation de- 
clared to a large audience in the 
city of New York, just a few 
months before the recent European 
carnage, that if Germany, England 
or America should have any trou- 
ble, their statesmen would meet in 
The Hague, where the only war 
would be a war of words, and the 
only noise would be that made by 
pens as men wrote on sheets of 
paper the settlement of their dis- 
putes by arbitration. The people 
applauded loudly. There was a con- 
verted Jew in that meeting, close 
friend of mine, a man who knows 
his Bible. He turned to a.man, a 
ministerial brother, and said, ‘Did 
you ever hear such nonsense in all 
your life?” That man turned and 
looked at my Jewish friend as 
though he had escaped from an in- 
sane asylum, as he answered, 
“Where in the world have you been 
living for the last ten years? We 
are in the most wonderful age the 
world ever saw, and the process 
of evolution has so eliminated the 
wild beast element in man that it 
is logically impossible for the 
world to witness the bloody scenes 
of battle fields again.” In August, 
1914, the professor who gave that 
address was in Berlin. Then the 
war broke out. He was arrested as 
a spy and put in a dungeon; and he

“The Terrible Sin of Rejecting 
Jesus Christ” 


It is a grieyous mistake for 
Christ-rejecting sinners to treat 
the grace of God lightly. God hates 
no sin less today than He did the 
day it first began in the courts of 
heaven when Lucifer rose up to 
exalt his kingdom above that of 
God Himself. God’s terrible natred 
for sin can only be understood 
when the Holy Spirit has revealed 
to us how much God’s own Son sut- 
fered for our sins, and how God 
deait with Him in our stead and 
inflicted upon Him all of His wrath 
and hatred for sin. 


The believer is SET FREE from 


L.the PENALTY of sin, not because 


of God’s changed attitude toward 
it but because the PENALTY was 
invoked UPON the LORD JESUS 
CHRIST; therefore the believer is 
free from-judgment of past sins. 
“There is therefore now no con- 
demnation to them that are in 
Christ Jesus” (Rom. 8:1). 

While the believer is free from 
judgment as pertaining to his eter- 
nal state of being, the unbeliever 
yet must face God’s wrath and ter- 
rible judgment for rejecting the 
sacrifice of His Son. “He that be- 
lieveth in the son hath everlasting 
life, but he that believeth not the 
Son shall not see life, but the wrath 
of God abideth on -him” (Johm 3: 

6). 

Make no mistake, sinner friend, 
you may feel that because the 
Christian is enjoying the grace of 
God and that he will never experi- 
ence the. visitation of God's ‘wrath, 
that you too may have the same 
happy privilege, but you are sadly 
mistaken... Life belongs to those 
who have trusted Jesus as_ their 
personal saviour. BUT THE 


WRATH OF GOD ABIDES UPON. 


THOSE WHO HAVE REJECTED 
HIM: The wrath of God was spent 
upon THE BELIEVER’S SINS AT 
CALVARY. The wrath of God has 
not yet been poured out upon the 
unbeliever. It abides upon him now 
to spend its fury upon him at the 
Great White Throne Judgment. 


A Terrifying Question! 


“What shall I do then with Jesus 
which is called the Christ?” (Matt, 
27:22). 

Make no mistake, my beloved 
sinner friend, God’s terrible wrath 
is not going to be visited upon you 
only for the number of times. you 
have sworn, cursed, blasphemed, 
nor the things you have done. 
While all of the acts of sins mani- 
fested in the human flesh are 
loathing and horrible to God, the 
question of “What have you done 
with Jesus, who is galled. the 
Christ ?’”’ is the worst one for which 
men shall give account to God. 

What have you done with the 
One who was wounded for your 
transgressions and bruised.for your 
iniquities? What have you done 
with the precious blood He spilled 
asan atonement for your sin? 
What have you done with the many 
opportunities He has given you of 
BEING SAVED? What have, you 
done with His blessed Holy Spirit 
who has come to your heart’s door 
and convicted you of your sins and 
of YOUR NEED OF A SAVIOUR 
who is able to “save you to the 
uttermost”? What have you done 


ed into a vast cemetery. It is es- 
timated that fifty-four million peo- 
ple died directly or indirectly as a 
result of that war. Then the Armis- 
tice was no more than signed when 
certain ones started to cry again, 
“Peace, peace,” when there is no 
peace! » How can there be peace 
while the Prince of Peace is away? 
He was thrust out of this world at 
the point of the spear. For_nineteen 
hundred years since then man has 
demonstrated that he cannot gov- 
ern himhself, and he shall continue 
to demonstrate this fact until that 
One Whose right it is to rule re- 
turns to the earth as the earth’s 
rightful King.

I 
am in nowise presenting you with 
an idea fostered by the preachers 
of old times, of one day of “uni- 
versal judgment’, when, as was ex- 
pressed in a song now often sung

When the saints and the sinners 
shall be parted right and left: 
Are you ready for that day to 
come-” . 
The seven judgments of God, 
while all being executed at differ- 
ent places and at different times, 
will all: be terrible. IT WAS A 
TERRIBLE DAY WHEN GOD 
JUDGED HIS SON FOR OUR 
SINS. 


It Is a Terrible Thing For Christians 
to Be Judged For Sins They Com- 
mit After Salvation 


Christians who foolishly assume 
they can continue to sin and open 
violation of God’s righteous de- 
mands for a holy life and a holy 
walk, will be judged IN THIS 
LIFE, (and God does not spare 
presumptuous sin) for it brings the 
chastisement of God and Christians 
have been warned against living in, 
open sin; . 

“For we know him. that hath 
said, Vengeance belongeth unto me, 
I will recompense, saith the Lord. 
And again, The Lord shall judge 
his people. It is a fearful (terri- 
ble) thing to fall into the hands of 
the living God” (Heb. 10:30,31). 

All Christians are subject to the 
sins of the flesh and when properly 
CONFESSED to the LORD they 
are BLOTTED out by the SAME 
BLOOD that cleansed the Christian 
in the first place. 

“If we confess our sins, he is 
faithful and just to forgive us our 
sins, and to cleanse us from all un- 
righteousness”.

You say, “Oh, I cannot un- 
derstand this’: Let the Word of 
God clarify your mind. Paul enjoin- 
ed Timothy thus: 

“Be not a partaker of other 
men’s sins: keep thy self pure... 
Some men’s sins are open before- 
hand, going before to judgment; 
and some men they follow after’ 
(I Tim. 5:22,24). 

You say, “What does _ this 
mean?” Beloved, it means simply 
this: When our sins are honestly 
confessed before the Lord, they are 
blotted out and “are open before- 
hand, going before to judgement”’, 
but when those sins are covered up, 
excused, and denied by the Chris- 
tian, those sins “FOLLOW AFTER 
TO JUDGMENT”. In other words, 
no matter how secret they may be 
and no matter how outwardly pious 
the Christian’s life may appear to 
men, SECRET SINS will appear 
before them at the judgment seat 
of Christ. That is what Paul meant 
when he wrote: “IN THAT DAY 
WHEN GOD SHALL JUDGE THE 
SECRETS OF MEN BY JESUS 
CHRIST” (Rom. 2:16). 

That is what John meant when 

he advised Christians to live a holy 
and consistent life, 
“And now, little. children, abide 
in him; that, when he shall appear, 
we may have confidence, and not 
be ashamed before him at his com- 
ing” (I John 2:28). 


The Last Great and Terrible 
Judgment of God 


“Fear not them which kill the 
body, but are not ablg to kill the 
soul: but rather fear him which is 
able to destroy both soul and body 
in hell’ (Matt. 10:28).

The believer’s 
etérnal destiny insofar as salvation 
is concerned IS SETTLED IN 
CHRIST even though unconfessed 
sin appears at the judgment seat 
to put him to shame. Those who 
are physically destroyed during the 
awful judgment God will visit upon 
this earth at the close of this dis- 
pensation; though their bodies are 
destroyed, yet their souls will be 
reserved until this last, great and 
terrible judgment of the Lord.

The p of the Great Whit 
Throne Judgment will not be to 
determine whether men are saved 
or lost.

the high school auditorium. There 
was a good number of conversions, 
More than 40 made profession of 
faith in Christ and a number of 
backsliders were reclaimed in the 
closing s€rvice alone. The last 2 
weeks were spent at Sister Bay, 
and the entire month we had daily 
radio services. 


In the month of July, 1943, Mr. 
J. Stratton Shufelt, atter about 8 
years in the Moody Church in Chi- 
cago, came to help me in a month’s 
campaign in Minneapolis. Eighteen 
churches on the North side joined 
together in a tent campaign. Many 
precious souls were saved, and the 
same group of pastors hope to have 
another such union campaign this 
year also. 


In October Brother Shufelt and 
I had a blessed union revival cam- 
paign in Huntington, West Vir- 
ginia, with services in the East 
Huntington High School, sponsor- 
ed by 20 churches. There were 
great crowds and many were sav- 
ed. The campaign was’ a glorious 
success. 


In November, Mr. Shufelt and I 
conducted a union campaign in 


Elmira, N. Y., meeting at Lake 


Street Presbyterian Church. The 
campaign was promoted and spon- 
sored by a group of laymen, with 
more or less cooperation from 34 
churches in and near Elmira. I sup- 
pose there were not over 10 or 12 
churches actively cooperating in 


the campaign, yet we had many 


saved. 


As these lines are within Mr. 
Shufelt and I are in the last days 
of a three-weeks campaign in 
Whittier, California, with services 
in the big high’ school auditorium. 
We are having people saved, 
though the crowds have not been 
as large as one could wish. Only 
five or six churches are giving full 
cooperation. 


March 12 to April ninth we will 
be engaged in a union campaign 
at Everett, Washington in the 
Civic Auditorium, sponsored by 12 
or more churches. That campaign 
is being well planned and we trust 
it will be a glorious success. In the 


early fall we go to Tacoma, Wash- 


ington, God willing. We have a 
number of other invitations for un- 
ion campaigns, some large and 
some small. 

We thank God there is much 
evidence that the day of great 
is returning. to 
America. Dr. Joe Henry Hankins 
of Pine Bluff, Arkansas, has two 
union revivals scheduled for the 
spring already. My brother, Evan- 


gelist William H. Rice of 314 Na- 


perville Street, Wheaton, has one 
union campaign planned at Phoe- 
nix, Arzona, and perhaps others.

presided. Next to that converted 
Jew was a German, and next to the 
German was I, an Englishmam Sit- 
ting next to me was an Irishman, 
and the other guests represented 
Japan, Austria,aly, Africa, China, 
and Spain. When we had finished 
our dinner, we all joined hands and 
sang, “Blest be the tie that binds 
our hearts in Christian love.” We 
had a wonderful time! Why were 
we there while the nations that we 
represented were seeking to de- 
stroy one another? It was because 
Jesus was in our hearts and, my 
friends, you will never get the na- 
tions to be like that until the 
Prince of Peace is upon the earth. 


IV. lf Christ Should Not Return, 
the World of Lost Men Would 
Go On in Their Sin and God- 
lessness and Rejection of Christ 
Without Any Fear of the Fu- 
ture, for Then There Would Be 
No Judgment Day and No 
Time of Reckoning. 


The Word of God tells us that 
God has appointed a day in which 
He shall judge this world by Jesus 
Christ, Whom He hath ordained as 
the righteous Judge of all the 
earth. In that day every man as 


he stands before Christ will face 


his own record, a biography that 
God Himself has written, record- 
ing the things left undone that 
should have been done, the things 
done that shoula not have been 
done—the words and the thoughts 
as well as the deeds. Men to-day 
write their auto-biographies. Some- 
times friends write biographies of 
friends. In these, man-made biog- 
raphies the good is recorded and 


the bad often times left out; but / 


in God’s biography of man the bad 
goes in as well as the good. One 
day that record will be spread out 
in panoramic view and the sinner 
will be condemned by it. 


When will this day of judgment 
take place? The Word of God al- 
ways associates it with the return 
of the Son of God. (See Matthew 
25:31; It Thess. 7:9; Rev. 20). The 
saddest stories of life have never 
been told. The injustices that have 
been perpetrated upon the weak 
and the unsuspecting must rise up 
before God like a breath from hell. 
Very féw of the human monsters 
responsible for life’s tragedies have 
ever been brought into the court of 
human justice; but into a court of 
Divine justice they will be brought, 
for the Son of God shall come. He 
shall sit upon the throne of His 
glory, and before Him shall be 
gathered evil doers. Well may men 
fear that day, for Jesus will cer- 
tainly come. But if G@rist should 
not come, then evil doers, even the 
most devilish, would have nothing 
to fear, for there would not be a 
day of reckoning. 


V. lf Christ Should Not Return, 

+ the Jewish Nation Would Have 
No Hope and Would Never 
Be Converted. 

My friends, the Word of God tells 
us that the Jewish nation is going 
to be converted in a day, and that 
day will be when they see Christ 
coming in glory, when they look 
upon Him Whom they have

eth for his own son. (Zech. 12:10).I 
believe that day is rapidly drawing 
nigh; and I believe that the Jew, 
as a nation, going back to the land 
of Palestine now, is getting ready

They 
shall see the marks of the nails in 
His hands and in His feet; and 
seeing them, they shall say, “what 
are these wounds in thine hands ?” 
Then the Son of God shall answer,

in the house of my friends” (Zech.

Vi. lf Christ Should Not Return, 
Then the Devil Would Never 
Be Bound. 


I tell you that there is no hope 
for the world while the devil is 
the prince of this world. I do not 


wonderful event will never | 


know anyone who can bind him but 
Christ. This great event is portray- 
ed in the twentieth chapter of Rev- 
elation. I heard a speaker once de- 
clare that the women would bind 
the devil when they got the fran- 
chise. They have that now, and 
yet I do -not see any. evi- 
dence of the binding of Satan in 
Canada, and there is very little 
evidence of any change in Chicago 
or New York. In spite of every 
honest effort made by well mean- 
ing reformers and uplifters, the 
devil is undound and will continue 
to be until the Son of God descends 
from heaven. What a picture that 
is in Revelation! John sees the 
heavens open, and one comes forth 
as.King of kings and Lord of lords, 
wearing many crowns. He takes 
the devil, casts him into the bot- 
tomless pit, and later, after he is 
loosed for little season for a de- 
finite purpose, the Lord Jesus 
takes him and casts him into the 
lake of fire. 


Oh, my friends, what a night- 
mare life would be if we had no 
hope of the coming again of the 
Lord Jesus! But thank God, Jesus 
is coming again! Listen to His 
promise:“I will come again .. . the 
Lord himself shall descend from 
heaven with a shout” (John 14:3; I 
Thess. 4:16). I like that word, 
“himself’—the Lord Himself. Now 
folk try to explain away the com- 
ing of the Lord; but, my friends, 
they cannot explain away that per- 
sonal promoun, ‘“Himself.’”’ When 
the Gord Jesus comes to take away 
the Church. He is coming personal- 
ly for His bride. He is not trusting 
that privilege even to the archan- 
gel, Michael. It-would be wonder- 
ful, indeed, to have ah angel or an 
archangel come for us; but infinite- 
ly more wonderful is it to read that 
the Lord Himself shall descend 
from heaven for His own. 


I preached on this subject in 
Minneapolis some time ago when 
several ministers were in the audi- 
ence, At the close of the service, 
one of them said to me, “Your in- 
terpretation is all wrong. The com- 
ing of the Lord is not to be physi- 
cal, but spirjtual.” I asked, “In 
what way then is He going to 
come?” and he answered, “In the 
movements that are in the world.” 
Then I asked, “What movements ?”’ 
to which he replied, “All the new 
inventions and discoveries that 
make life easier and happier. All 
these gifts,’’ he continued, ‘‘are the 
coming of the Lord. Why, the Lord 
is coming every day, and is bring- 
ing in enlightenment.” I opened 
my Bible at I Thess. 4:16 and read 
to him these words, “The Lord 
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ge sae shall descend.” Indeed, 
every Christian is thankful for the 


a great difference between the 
Lord’s gifts and the Lord Himself; 
and we aré told that the Lord 
Himself is going to come. 


When I left Australia some years 
ago, I said to my. mother, “Mother, 
if Gods spares mie I will come back 
to see you.” During the years inter- 
vening she was waiting and watch- 
for me. Had you gone to Australia - 
at that time and said, “Mrs: ‘Tal- 
bot, what are waiting for?” she 
would have replied, ‘‘My boy is in 
America and is going to come 
back.” “Going to come back—what 
do you mean?” you might have 
asked. “Surely you are not expect- 
ing a personal, visible, actual com- 
ing!” “Yes,” she would have re- 
plied, “that’s the way he is going 
to come.’” But you might have re- 
plied, “Oh, he didn’t mean that; 
you are mistaken in regard to his 
intentions.” “Well, what did he 
mean then?” my mother would 
have asked; whereupon you might 
have said, “Do you ever get any 
letters from him? Do you ever re- 
ceive any gifts? Does he ever send 
you anything for your birthday ? 
Well, that is what he meant. He is 
coming in all these things, in all 
these gitts.” ‘Why,’ my mother 
would have answered, ‘‘I appreciate 
his gifts, but that isn’t what he 
meant, for he said that he would 
come back.” Some years after- 
wards I did cross the ocean, walk- 


steamer, and said, “Mother, here 
I am.” I myself had returned. 


So, my friends, while we thank 
God for every gift He sends during 
His adsence, yet we long most for 
that blessed day when He Himself 
shall come and we shall see Him. 
“The Lord himself shail descend 
from heaven with a shout.” There- 
fore, because He is coming, we can 
look into the graveyards and can 
say, “The dead in Christ shall rise.” 
Because He is coming, we can 
work for Christ and know that 
our labor is not in vain in the Lord. 
Because He is coming, we know 
that there is going to be an era of 
peace and righteousness. Because 
He is coming, we know that there 
is hope. for Israel Because He is 
coming, there will be for evil doers 
a day of judgment and reckoning. 
Because He is coming, we know 
that the devil is going to be bound, 
and that the earth shall be filled 
with righteousness and peace.
